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Water Association Elects New Members and 
Approves Money Matters

In voting by mail that concluded on December 1, 2004, members of the 
Surf Pines Water Association elected two new members to the Water 
Board, approved the proposed budget, and approved placing the reserve 
fund in an account with the City of Warrenton and designating the fund 
for future repairs to the water system.

Wayne Fleming and Bob McWhirter, who were unopposed, were elected to 
the Water Board. These new members replace Natalie Cellars and Babe 
Price, who served on the board for 10 and 12 years, respectively. The pro- 
posed budget for the next fiscal year was approved by a vote of 146 to 10. 


For the past seven years, the Water Board has worked toward the goal of 
dissolving itself when the City of Warrenton accepts the Surf Pines’ water 
system as part of Warrenton’s water system. 


The water system that the Water Board is offering to Warrenton is the 
most modern system in the area. The system is upgraded to meet all code 
requirements. And the offer includes piping, valves, and hydrants—the 
complete system. 


Recently, however, Warrenton added a requirement that the Water Board 
place its reserve fund, approximately $40,000, in an account with the city 
and designate the fund for future repairs to Surf Pines’ water system. The 
Water Board asked members to approve this requirement. Members aE 
proved it by a vote of 114 to 43. 


If Warrenton now accepts the Surf Pines’ water system with this latest re- 


quirement met, the resulting contract will be reviewed by legal counsel be- 
fore the Water Board accepts it. 


An alternative to accepting a contract with Warrenton is joining the City 
of Gearhart’s new well-water program. The Water Board will consider this 


alternative as Gearhart’s program progresses.

Is Surf Pines Burning? 


- You currently see two different models for devel- 


opment in Surf Pines. In the old model, land is 
cleared by bulldozing trees and brush into huge 
piles and burning the piles on site. In the new 
model, the trees and brush are hauled out of Surf 
Pines and either burned in an unpopulated area or, 
better, put to some useful purpose. 


The old model was appropriate, perhaps, when 
Surf Pines was rural and sparsely populated. But 
as Surf Pines becomes increasingly exurban and 
populated, the new model is increasingly appropri- 
ate. The better developers are using the new model.

Elk Shot 


, On Tuesday, November 16, 2004, 
at approximately 4:00 p.m., an elk 
was shot behind the old gate house 
south of Surf Pines Lane. 


= To the south of Surf Pimes Lane is 
ie private property. Security was told 
that Paul See, the owner of this 
property, permitted the elk hunt 
on his property, despite the proximity to fre- 
quently traveled Surf Pines Lane. 





To the north of Surf Pines Lane is Surf Pines, 
where hunting of any kind is prohibited. If you 
witness either hunting or the discharge of a fire- 
arm in Surf Pines, then report it to the County 
Sheriff at either 325-8635 (Monday —Friday, 8:00 
a.m.-5:00 p.m.) or 325-2061 (at other hours). 
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The posted speed limit on the roads of Surf Pines 
is 25 miles per hour. Deputy sheriffs use radar to 
check speed. If drivers exceed the posted speed 
limit, then assessments may be levied against the 
drivers according to this schedule of fees currently 
in use by Oregon courts:

I joined the Gearhart Fire Department, which serves 
Surf Pines, when I moved to Surf Pines more than 
nine years ago. Needless to say, it has been an inter- 
esting nine years for me. 


Many of my calls are of a medical nature. Fires are 
relatively few. Whatever the call, I have found it re- 
warding to help others whenever they are in need. 


But firefighting is a job for a younger person. Now 


_ 66, with the usual aches and pains, I do net know 


how much longer I can be of service to the fire de- 
partment, 


Volunteer firefighters are needed from Surf Pines be- 
cause, if they respond from their homes, then they 
can respond quickly to emergencies in Surf Pines. In 
other words, volunteer firefighters from Surf Pines 
are likely to be the first responders to emergencies in 
Surf Pines. 


Fortunately for Surf Pines, Charlie Iverson, a young 
man from Surf Pines, recently joined me as a volun- 
teer in the department. We share a medical bag, in- 
cluding oxygen and a defibrillator, which is desig- 
nated for Surf Pines, passing the bag back and forth, 
according to our schedules. 


But Charlie will be the only volunteer from Surf 


Pines when I no longer can be of service. And, in 


fact, we need more volunteers from Surf Pines now. 


If you volunteer, you will be well trained as a fire- 
fighter and an emergency medical technician. The 
department meets every Wednesday at 7:00 p.m. at 
the fire hall for training. Dedication is required. Men 
and women who are at least 18 are eligible to volun- 
teer. 


Consider this opportunity to make a difference in 
your community. If you need more information, 


If you decide to volunteer, then call 
the fire chief, Bill Eddy, at 738-7838.
